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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant’s arguments, see Remarks, filed 08/26/2009, with respect to claim 1 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been 
withdrawn. 

The Examiner agrees with the Applicant that [0034] of Shimizu does indeed 
suggest other electrode shapes, those shapes having plural pieces. A plurality of 
electrode pieces would not constitute a continuously decreasing area density and 
therefor does not properly read on claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is believed to be allowable as the prior art failed to disclose or make 
obvious a surface emitting laser having an active region and plural layers, wherein a 
pair of electrodes are used for carrier injection, wherein one of the electrodes has an 
area density which continuously decreases from a center portion to an outer periphery 
such that the current density for the center portion and periphery are different. Prior art 
such as that of Shimizu was found to teach the general device and electrode structure 
for the current injection type, but failed to teach the specific continuously decreasing 
area density of the electrode. Other art was found to teach similar electrode structures 
(US 2005/0145870, 2008/0230792, 6639290, and JP 57-157576), but failed to teach 
those structures to construe a shape with a continuously decreasing area density from 
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the center to a periphery, as well as the other device characteristics. Claim 1 is therefor 
believed to be allowable over the prior art. 

Claim 5 is believed to be allowable as the prior art failed to teach obvious a 
surface emitting laser having an active region and plural layers, wherein a pair of 
electrodes are used for carrier injection such that the current density for the center 
portion and periphery are different, including a resistive layer between the 
semiconductor layers and electrode, the resistive layer having a different resistive value 
between the center and periphery, and a plurality of holes in the resistive layer, with 
more holes located in the center than the periphery. Claim 5 is therefor believed to be 
allowable over the prior art.
